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F EW sopranos in musical his¬ 
tory have won so large and 
devoted an audience as has Jean¬ 
ette MacDonald; her appearances in 
concert, opera and motion pictures,' 
on radio, television and her re¬ 
cordings have made her a favorite 
the world over. 

Born in Philadelphia, Jeanette 
MacDonald made her first public 
singing appearance at the age of 
three at a benefit performance. At 
thirteen she was signed for her first 
professional engagement with the 
late Ned Wayburn. 

After a rapid rise from bit parts 
to star of Broadway musicals, Miss 
MacDonald made her screen debut 
opposite Maurice Chevalier in 
"The Love Parade". In a notable 
series of musical films, including 
such classics as "Naughty Mariet¬ 
ta," "Rose Marie," “Maytime," 
"San Francisco," “Sweethearts," 


“New Moon," “Smilin' Through" 
and "Bittersweet," she securely es¬ 
tablished herself as the first singing 
star of the screen. 

Between her motion picture en¬ 
gagements Miss MacDonald made 
her concert debut in Europe, follow¬ 
ed by a series of American tours. In 
Montreal, in 1944, the soprano made 
her operatic debut in "Romeo and 
Juliet" with Ezio Pinza. Her first 
American performances in opera 
took place the same year in, Chica¬ 
go, where, again with Pinza, she 
sang Marguerite in "Faust." 

Married to actor Gene Raymond 
since 1937, the soprano is an avid 
horsewoman, dog-fancier and an¬ 
tique collector.

VER since Zinka Milanov made 
her sensational debut at the 
Metropolitan Opera in Verdi's ”11 
Trovatore", she has been the‘reign¬ 
ing prima donna of the Metropoli¬ 
tan's Italian Wing. 

Zinka Milanov comes from a mus¬ 
ical family. Her father had a 
beautiful baritone voice, but his 
parents did not allow him to go on 
the stage. As a child, Mme. Milanov 
had a lovely contralto voice, and 
from the very beginning her father 
encouraged her career. Mme. 
Milanov's brother, Bozidar Kune, 
who accompanies his sister in recital 
tonight, is a well-known composer- 
pianist and was a child prodigy, 
famous throughout Central Europe. 
As she grew older, Zinka Milanov's 
voice developed into a soprano of 
uncommon dramatic quality. After 
studying music at the conservatory 
in her hometown of Zagreb, she 
made her debut at the Zagreb Op¬ 
era House in "II Trovatore". 

It was the great Bruno Walter 
who brought the comparatively un¬ 
known Yugoslav singer to the at¬ 
tention of an important European 
musical audience when, impressed 
by her unique voice, he invited the 


young artist to sing the title role in 
his new production of Verdi's mas¬ 
terpiece, "Aida" at the Vienna 
■State Opera. 

Toscanini, who had heard about 
the fabulous young soprano from 
his colleague, introduced her to an 
international audience when he 
chose her for the soprano part of 
the Verdi Requiem at the 1936 
Salzburg Festival. That season 
everyone in the picturesque Aus¬ 
trian festival town talked about the 
beautiful girl who had made such 
an impression both in Vienna and 
Salzburg. It was here that Edward 
Johnson, then manager of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera, heard Mme. 
Milanov. 

In private life Mme. Milanov is 
the wife of General Ljubo Ilitsch, 
the Yugoslav Ambassador to Nor¬ 
way. Her Metropolitan commitments 
bring her to this continent for at 
least seven months a year, but when 
she can be in Europe, career permit¬ 
ting, friend* of the Ilitsch household 
know the famous soprano as one 
of the most gracious and accom¬ 
plished hostesses in Europe. 

This is Mme Milanov's first West¬ 
ern Canadian appearance.

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Ivurt Baum 


W HEN Kurt Baum made his 
debut at the Metropolitan 
Opera in 1941, he was acclaimed 
by the New York critics as "perhaps 
the best since the days of Lauri- 
Volpi." 

This athletic singer, who formerly 
was amateur heavy-weight boxing 
champion of Prague, came to the 
United States in 1939, when he 
made a triumphant first appearance 
with the Chicago Opera as Rada- 
mes in "Aida". During the ensuing 
two years he sang with opera 
companies in Chicago, Boston, St. 
Louis and Buenos Aires. 

In December, 1941, Baum made 
his debut at the Metropolitan Opera, 
and has been a valued member of 
the company ever since. His roles 
there have included such operas as 
"Aida", "Tosca", and the widely 
hailed revival of Verdi's "Forza del 
Destino". In addition to his New 
York appearances, he has sung with 
the Metropolitan on tour and made 
numerous concert appearances both 
as solo recitalist and with orches¬ 
tras throughout the United States. 

If Kurt Baum had not followed a 
vocal career, he would probably 
have been a doctor. The six-foot 


tenor was studying medicine at the 
University of Prague when friends 
"discovered" his voice and persu¬ 
aded him to turn from science to 
art. He sang in his first opera in 
Zurich, making his debut in the title 
role of ”11 Trovatore". He had a 
brilliant opera career in Europe, 
before coming to the American con¬ 
tinent. singing in Italy with the fam¬ 
ous opera companies of Milan, 
Rome, Florence and Verona. For 
three seasons he was first tenor of 
the Opera House in Prague, and 
during this period he also filled 
guest appearances at the State Op¬ 
era in Vienna, Budapest and the 
Paris Opera Comique. He sang in 
Opera and concert in all the maj'or 
cities of Europe before leaving the 
continent. His radio engagements 
included broadcasts for the BBC in 
London. 

An expert linguist, Baum sings in 
English, French, Italian and Ger¬ 
man, and as his contribution to the 
"Good Neighbor Policy" of the 
Americas, has learned the standard 
repertoire in Spanish. 

Although, Kurt Baum hac appear¬ 
ed in Eastern Canada on several 
occasions, this is his first Western 
appearance.
